ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 
AFTER QUARREL 


MEXICO SHAKEN BY EARTHQUAKES 
CAUSING SEVERE LOSS Of LIFE IT 
IS FEARED; NO DEFINITE REPORTS 


Berlin, Jan. 5.—German’s great­ 
est international lawyer, Johannes 
V. Kriege, doctor or jurisprudence, 
has been selected to lead the coun­ 
sel for the defence if William Ho- 
henzollern, the former kaiser, is ex­ 
tradited from Holland and placed 
on trial before the international tri­ 
bunal. ‘ 
Dr. Kriege was said today by roy­ 
alists to be in close touch with the 
ex-kaiser at Amerongen. 
The monarchists seek to give the 
impression that the ex-kaiser is not 
thinking of IV possibility of being 
tried and has taken the attitude 
that “he will not cross the bridge 
until he comes to it.” 
Nevertheless. 
it was learned from an authorative 
source that Dr. Kriege is already ad­ 
vising the former emperor as to his 
defence in the event that Holland 
gives him up. 
President Ebert has sent a letter 
to Premier Clemenceau asking for
